Police probing 
whether driver was 
shot during melee

A confluence of chaos Monday 
night outside a Buffalo police sta- 
tion on Bailey Avenue - culminat- 
ing with an SUV barreling through 
a line of law enforcement officers 
in riot gear — left two state troop- 
ers and a city police officer injured, 
the driver hospitalized with a gun- 
shot wound and two passengers in 
the vehicle under arrest on felony 
gun charges. 

Now investigators led by State 
Police are trying to piece together 
what happened. 

Many questions remain unan- 
swered: 

¢Did the woman driving the 
SUV intend to strike the officers? 

e Was she shot before the inci- 
dent? 

eOr did state police wound her 
by opening fire on the SUV as it 
crashed into the officers? 

e What led the line of police to 
move forward just moments before 
the incident, with police tackling 
at least two protesters? 

Here’s what is known so far: 

Two state troopers and a Buf- 
falo police officer were hurt in 
the crash. Trooper Ronald L. Ens- 
minger, a 19-year veteran, suffered 
a shattered pelvis and broken leg 
and was undergoing surgery Tues- 
day afternoon at Erie County Med- 
ical Center. Police described the 
two other officers’ injuries as mi- 
nor. 

The driver, Deyanna Davis, 30, 
was taken to Central Booking in 
Buffalo after being released Tues- 
day from ECMC, where she was 
treated for a gunshot wound to her 
abdomen. She faces second-degree 
aggravated assault upon a police 
officer, two counts of second-de- 
gree assault, second-degree crim- 
inal possession of a weapon, and 
fourth-degree criminal possession 
of stolen property, all felonies, ac- 
cording to state police. She will be 
arraigned today. 

Two Buffalo men in her vehicle, 
Semaj T. Pigram, 25, and Walter B. 
Stewart Jr., 28, were charged with 
felony counts of second-degree
